tariff bill went into effect somewhat more than a month 
ago, and it is interesting to note that in practically every 
instance voters have givon such approval of the new law 
bs may be indicated by a vote of confidence in the party 
;which enacted the measure. Democracy won in each of 
fthese elections save in the Third Massachusetts district, 
jvhieh was formerly republican by 9,000, gave a republican 
plurality of 3,200 a year ago and now returns a republican 
'iby the slender margin of 155 votes. 


Largely, too, these elections were in manufacturing 


districts which are regarded as particularly tender upon 
the subject of the tariff, and which for many years ad- 
hered to the conviction that nothing less than protection 


:;-; '6f the highest kind could possibly avert dire calamity. 


. To a very large degree republican speakers made te old- 


^,.,-time appeal in the recent campaign, but how signally it 


failed to be effective is eloquently told by the election re 
turns. It would be too much to assert at this- time that 
the' new tariff law has justified itself. A few weeks or a 
few'months will not be sufficient to give a fair tost to the 
Simmons-Underwood law.- However promising its inaug- 
uration, time will be needed to determine its real value 
as an act responsive to general public need. The encour- 
mg feature of the situation thus far is the manifest confi- 
dence with which the public has accepted it and indicat- 
;ed a desire to give tariff revision a fair chance. The re- 
cent elections are chiefly significant as demonstrating that 


•:-' the public has ample confidence in the president and Ms 


.policies, and that it is no longer alarmed at either the pros 
pect of the actuality of tariff revision.

TO ENFORCE THE LAW, ENFORCE IT 


(Indianapolis Star.) 


If one did not know all about the 


sidestepping policy of many . .ayors of 
Indiana, and in other states, when a 
question of law enforcement is broached, 
the declaration of Benjamin Bosse, of 
Evansvillo, that he intends to enforce 
the law in his city would appear to be 
superfluous—like a man making a high 
virtue of plain duty. 


But law-enforcing mayors have been 


the exception in the larger cities. Mr. 
Bosse's record as a member of the ad- 
ministration of Mayor John W. Boehne 
at Evansville is a measurable guarantee 
of his earnestness in his present declara- 
tion. 
•. 


Firmness is the chief, really the only, 


requisite in a mayor who re'ally wants 
to enforce the law. 
Once the chronic 


violators understand that when he says 
"No" he doesn't mean "Yes," there is 
little difficulty in making the law a vig- 
orous fact. 
Most persons amenable to 


the law—let us say that on the reputa- 
tion of liquor sales—really prefer the 
requirement of obedience. 
And 'those 


who do not recognize the law are of 
questionable citizenship.

The Maurice walk, or one-step, danceil 


to any one-step time, in BO simple to 
teach that photographic poses are hardly 
needed. 
In the above pictures I havu 


shown some of the morn .triking postures 
with which Miss Walton and I vary the 
dance when on the stage. 
They

however, he used in the ballroom with 
perfect propriety by good dancers with 
enough dramatic sense to carry it off 
well. 
' The dance starts with the ordinary 
one-Steps walk, in which the toe strikes 
the ground first and then the heel, giv 
ing a'slight up-and-down motion to the 
body. The gentleman holds the lady in 
front bf him and she walks backward 
for eight-bars and then starts forward 
while lie goes backward 


Then, coming close to the gentleman, 


the lady puts her right arm over his left 
shoulder and he lets his left arm hang 
loosely* at bia side. 
In this position 


they skip down the' hall 
for sixteen 


measures, the gentleman backwards, the 
lady forwards. 
This skipping step is 


exactly the one that all children know 
and use often in preference to walking. 


On the seventeenth. bar the 
couple 


drops into the deep dip known to those 
familiar with the "Texas Tommy." The 
gentleman gives a little jump backwards 
and bends both knees, dropping to tlie 
floor with his -left, foot and his right 
knee. The lady jumps forward at the 


jumps backward and he rorward so that 
their kneeling posture is reversed. These 
two jumps are repeated again, and then, 
as they rise to their feet, she, puts her 
right hand behind her waist, and the 
gentleman, taking it in his right hand, 
whirls her around so thai she flics out 
and away from him. 


Then she ghvs him her li>ft hand and 


he pulls her quickly in to him. Slic 
throws her right arm around his npck 
and,

Whore wire leaves the end of conduit at 
meter centers a meter loop of not less 
than two (2) feet shall be provided. 


If the electric meter is located on the 


outside of the building or under a pro- 
tected roof or porch, approved rigid Iron 
conduit shall be run ou the outside of 
the building from the point of attachment 
or connection of service wires to the 
meter centers; and where meter is located 
on the Inside of the building the conduit 
shall turn into building at a point not 
above the first floor of the consumer's 
premises. 


At the entrance end of the service con- 


duit there shall be provided a, suitable 
conduit, and at the meter end the conduit 
shall be suitably threaded and a locknut 
and bushing provided. The meter end o£ 
the conduit shall terminate three and one- 
half (3%) inches to the left o£ the center 
of the meter board, and four a4id one-half 
HV4) inches from the bottom of the meter 
board,

subjected to the approval of the building 
inspector, and shall be brought out at a. 
point nearest the electric service lines.
